T7 ; called, 1s the one Thing needful, with- 
out which no Man ſhall ſee the Lord, 

and it is my earneſt Defire that all may attain 
unto the ſaving Knowledge thereof ; then will 
they underſtand this internal Work of God in 
the Soul of Man, which here you will find is a 
heart-felt Experience, which is performed by 
the powerful operating of the Spirit of God, 
and, faith the Lord, Becauſe thou rejecteſt Know- 

| ledge, I alſo will 8 thee. "Then how highly 
neceſſary is it, that we ſhould diligently enquire 
and rightly underſtand what this Know rledge is?

that we may not be Profeſſors only, but Poflet- 
{ors of Religion; then, it is faid, acquaint thyfelt 
now with him, and be at Peace, thereby Gpd 
ſhall come unto thee. Then the Queſtion is, 
Are we acquainted with him ? And how came we 
by this Myſtery of Reconciliat:on ? Chriſt ſays, 
he is the Door and the Way, and I being as e 

Brand pluck'd from eternal Fire, and am dude 
ſenſible by Experience, that many are ignorant 
of the Way, and their Danger great, who refuſe 
to make their Calling and Election ſure; then if 


any Man think, or truſt to himſelf, that he is 


Chriſt's, let him think again, how far his Heart 


may be engaged in this Matter; if he has en- 


tered in at this Door; for as I have becn ena- 
bled to believe to the Saving of my Soul, there- 
fore I ſpeak, as knowing chat all have not the 
Knowledge of God, as believing faithfully with 
their Hearts unto Richtepuſoek, for he that 
believeth hath the Witneſs in himfelt, and he 
that hath not the Witneſs, ſaith the Lord, is not 
mine; but he that hath the Witneſs hath the 
Knowledge of God, as knowing that he has paſſed 
from Death unto Lite. Then let us bring forth 
Fruit meet for Repentance, and be born again of 
the Spirit. I mean to advance no new Doctrine, 
fo ler not the wiſe Man glory in his Wiſdom, nor 
the mighty Man in his Might; but let him that

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glorieth, glory in this, that he knoweth me, ſaith

Adam, we hall walk as in the Noon-day Sun, 
and are made as ſenſible as Adam, that we fd 


the bright Beams of the Son of God ever ſhining 
upon us, and from this we know the Lord, even 
as we are known by others. What other amiable. 


Delights Adam might enjoy in his firſt State, I 


know not; but this I know, that we enjoy again 


that ſame Union of Spirit which was Joſt, and 
for theſe ten Years paſt J have enjoyed this Union 


without Intermiſſion or any Variation: Ifind Chriſt 


here ſaves us to the Utmoit, and fo preſerves us 


blameleſs, for he hath made us more than Con- 


querors over all our Enemies, and this is my ear- 
neſt Defire, that all may come to the Knowledge 
of the ſame. 

O hearken unto the Inſtructions of the Lord, 
who is our preſentſand eternal Reward, and I, by 
Grace, will evidence this, as my Duty, a Mark 


of Gratitude to my Redeemer, who is the Su- 


preme, and ſtrict Obſerver of all Things, who 
looked upon me in the Son of his Love, and 
brought me our of Darkneſs into his marvellous 
Light : Then come, all ye that fear the Lord, 


and I will tell you what he hath done for my 


Soul, and that he is no Reſpecter of Perfons ; 
and if you will comply with the Promiſe, all 


Things are now ready; for he ſays, All my 
Springs are in thee. Then look not at a diſtant 


God, 
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God, as far off, when he ſays, I am in thee, even _ 
in thy Heart, and in thy Mouth. O be not flow 
of Heart, but believe, and enjoy all the Prophets 
have ſaid. The Lord ſaid, he {hall take of mine, 
and ſhew it unto you; ſo that we ſhall be ena- 
bled to give an Account of the Hope that is in 
us, and comprehend with all Saints, what is the 
Depth, and Height, the Length, and Breadth of 
redeeming Love: O that all Men, every-where, 
would repent, before theſe Things be hid from 
their Eyes, that he may fulfil in them his graci- 
ous Word, that they may work the Works of 
God, which no Man can, till he firſt knows for 
himſelf, that Jeſus is come in the Fleth, to de- 
ſtroy the Works of the Devil. Now if thou 
wilt be wiſe, thou ſhalt be wiſe for thyſelf; but 
if thou wilt ſcorn, thou alone ſhall bear ir. 

The firſt Call I had to Repentance was in a 
Dream, in which the Day of Judgment was pre- 
ſented to my View, and, as I thought, I ſaw our 
Lord coming in the Clouds, and I cried, O ſpare 
me for a Moment, for I am not ready; but a 
Terror ſeized me, and I awaked, and rejoiced to 
find thatit was but a Dream: But Iagain ſlept, and 
dreamt the ſame Thing ; and I thought the Earth 
was darkened, and that I heard great Echoes, 
and in a Moment I thought the Earth was in a 

Flame, which made me cry out, O for a Mo- 
„ ment's 
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ment's Time to repent ! where ſhall T hide me 


for J am not yet ready: But this Dream left a 
deep and laſting Impreſſion on my Mind, which 


from Day to Day awakened my Conſcience, and 
alarmed my ſleeping Soul, and begun to diſcover 
to me the Sinfulneſs of Sin, and enabled me to 


fly from every Appearance of Evil, for Fear 


our Lord ſhould come unawares, in an Hour I 


expected him not. I then went to Church every 
Day, and lived in no known Sin, yet I ſcarce 
ever went to fleep, but I was awaked in Terror, 


thinking I might not be fit to die, but {till ſtifled 
the Conviction, by arguing I had done no Harm; 
and I now find, IJ had no Conception of the Me- 
rits of Chriſt, as being applied ro the Heart, to 
take away Sin, ſo hitherto remaincd a Stranger 
to the internal Work of God in the Soul of Man: 


J now find by Experience that my Soul was dead 


to God for above thirty Years, yet I find he had 
{till been ſtriving with me: He gave me many 
Calls, but I obeyed them not, for if any Thing 


fat heavy upon me, I flew to Diverſions, Plays, 


and Dancings; bur theſe would not bear Re- 


flection, they were tranſitory, and inſtead of 
i. yielding Comfort, generally left a Sting, till all 

Things, I found, grew inſipid, and loſt their 
Reliſh. © I then faid, after living a good moral 
Life, mall J go down with Sorrow to the Grave.

I thought it was a ſmall Thing for the Apoſtles 
to die Martyrs, who knew they muſt go to 
Heaven: While I was thus meditating, theſe + 
Words was brought to my Mind, all your E- 
nemies ſhall not be able to gainſay you; yet I 
find the Word did not take Root, it was as yet, 
ſown on ſtony Ground, yet it was the firſt Word 
of God that ever was brought Home to me; 
and at that time, I would have thought it the 
greateſt Preſumption to have aſked the Lord to 
let me know if I was fit to die, for I believed 
this Prerogative belong'd to God alone, and 
thought that was a Sccret I fhonld not pry into. 
Now this is my Fear, that many will ſplit on 
this Rock, through a baſtardly Humility, ſaying, 
let us ſpeak ſparingly of ſacred Things, for he is a 
great God with whom we have to do; but let 
ns not think him ſo great as that he is auſtere, 
for this will ſhut us out of his Kingdom, for 
ve are exhorted to make our Calling and Election 
ſure, Religion is the ſimpleſt Thing on Earth. 
If we can but bring down our high Imaginations, 
the Lord will ſtoop to the meaneſt Capacities, 
and has humbled himſelf to the Duſt for our 
Sakes; ſo T am bound in Duty to let you know 
how low he hath in his Love ſtooped to me, 
who thought, as you may, it was ſufficient to 
believe all that the Prophets had ſaid; and 1 
„ fear 
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fear there are many ſuch Chriſtians as theſe, who 
are fitting in Silence, and not looking for the 
Time of Healing and Peace, to put on Chriſt, 
and enter into-the fenced City : For, if we do 
not know that we have on our Armour, how 
ſhould we be ready when we are called, who 
has not put on Chriſt ? To ſuch he will be an 
offended and an auſtere God; then I invite you 
all to come and be Partakers with me, and be a- 
nointed with the Oil or Gladneſs, and be not ſo 
deluded as to think that barely to believe in the 
Reſurrection of Jeſus Chriſt, is ſufficient to ſave 
our Souls; ſuch a Religion will prove a Dream 
to thoſe who depend upon it, for J ſee the 
Harveſt is paſt, the Summer is ended, and few 
are ſaved ; then ſay, where is the Word of the 
Lord, let it come now by the Revelation of thy 
holy Spirit; heal me, and TI ſhall be healed; 
ſave me, and J ſhall be faved ; for 'till we are 
ſaved, we cannot partake of the fincere Milk of 
the Word, a dead Soul has no Reliſh for ſpi- 
ritual Food, and we are born with dead Souls, 
and the animal Spirit wherewith we breath, is at 
Enmity againſt - God, and the Working of his 
Power in the Soul of Man. We cannot be called 
Chriſtians *cill we receive the Spirit of Adoption; 
and when, we are adopted, we receive the Spirit of 
God, the Earneſt af our Inheritance; for the Body 
or 


Core 


or Branch cannot bear Fruit of itſelf, *till it be 


grafted into the Vine. In Adam all died, and in 
Chriſt all ſhall be made alive: God 1s a Spirit, 
but the natural Spirit cannot worſhip God ; he 
that has not received the Spirit of God, has no 
Part in the firſt Reſurrection : And, this is the 


Point which we muſt all have ia View, to 


Know that our Soul is created anew, and raiſed 
from the Dead, or our baptiſmal Vows will 
prove to us of none Effect, for no Man knoweth 


the Lord ſavingly nor the Power of his Reſur- 


rection, 'till he is baptized with the Holy Ghoſt, 
and with Fire; and whoever is baptized with 
this heavenly Fire, receives the Remiſſion of 
Sins, and the Gift of the Holy Ghoſt; then 
does Jeſus take up his Abode in our earthiy Veſ- 
fels, and fits on the Heart as a Reſiner's Fire, 
and as Fuller's Soap, and makes us Temples for 
the Holy Ghoſt to dwell in, for when he comes 
his Fan is in his Hand and he thoroughly purges 
his Flour, and prepares the Soul for himſelf; 
and whenſoever the earthly Veſſel gives up che 


_ Gholt, the Soul is made ready to take Flight to 


lory, meet to inhabit with gloriſied Spirits. 


And J ſee all Men have not Faith, or the Spirit 


of God, but Chritt died to make this manifeſt by 
the Remiſſion of Sins, that we might be made 
free in the perfect Law of Liberty, and enjoy

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ptire Religion and undefiled, for ſaith the Lord, 
be ye perfect, even as your Father which is in 

leaven is perfect, then will you have an Ap- 
petite for ſtronger Meat than Milk, for J ſee it 
is not Length. of Days, that teacheth Wiſdom 
but the Inſpiration of the Spirit, that giveth 
Underitandiag ; hereby I do not mean to dwell 
upon the firſt Oracle of God. Juſtification 1s 
the greateſt Bleſſing upon Earth; for he that is 
Jullified, is freely juſtified from all Things, yet 
this is but the firit Fruic of the Spirit: For faith 
our Lord, aſk, that your Joy may be full; for 
this is his Will even our Sanctification, that the 
Servant may be as his Lord ; then ler us not re- 
main Babes, but be Men well ſkill'd in the 
Word of Righteouſneſs, that we may be more 
than Conquerors, and in Chriſt unrebukablc, 
one Spirit with him, ſo as we may be enabled to 
judge of all Things, capable to diſtineniſh the 
Lambs from the Wolves. The fpiritual Man is 
judged: of none, the World knoweth him not; 
but it is faid, the Saints ſhall- judge the Earth, 
but they can only judge the preſent Time; for, 
he that believeth not To-day, may be a Believer 
To-morrow. So here is no Room to ſay to any, 
ſtand by, I am more holy than thou, for the. 
Lord willeth not the Death of any Sinner, but 
that all may come te the Knowledge of the 
s Truth. 
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"Truth, and be ſaved; which ſignifies that none 


Will be ſaved but thoſe who come to this Know- _ 


ledge; and I fee it it the hardeſt Thing in the 
World to believe in this Knowledge, ſo as to be 


ſavingly acquainted with the Lord: For this 
iz not a Work that we can acquire of onr- 


ſelves; not is it an eternal Work, but it is 
ſaid we mult become Fools, that we may 
be made wiſe, and the Wiſdom of God is called 
Foolithneſs, becauſe it conſiſts in Simplicity; for 
it is by the Innocency of the Dove that we muſt 
find out the Wifdom of God: For how few I 
fee, is willing thus to be counted a Fool, for by 
the Ambition of the Heart, Man aſpires after 
oquence, that by his Genius and Acquire- 

ments, he may diſplay the noble Acts of the 
Mind; ſo feeks to be well verſed in all Arts and 
Sciences, that he may acquit himſelf as a Man 
u the Sight of the World; but how is it that . 
Men will not rather adapt their Genius to aſpire 
afrer the Wifdom of God, and be acquainted 
with him, and be at Peace? How impolite and 
inſipid would it appear to talk to ſuch, concern- 
ing Religion, who has no Taſte or Reliſh for 
divine Things? It would be to them irkſome, 
and Fooliſhneſs; yet they are eſteemed (perhaps) 
Men of Honour, and may have walked ſo cir- 
eumſpectly that their Character in the World may | 
| Li

be without Blemiſh: So far good; but upon 

farther Enquiry, this will ſtand in no Stead in a 
dying Hour, if you have neglected the one 
Thing needful: But you (it may be) may ex- 
pect that Chriſt may then make up the reſt, 
but why will you put the evil Day ſo far off, 
when it is ſaid, Now is the Day of Salvation. 
For a Death- bed is an improper Place to prepare 
for Eternity; it ſometimes makes the Separation 
hard, if the Conſcience then begins to ſpeak, as 
ſaying, whither am 1 going, if we then are 
weighed in the Balance, and found wanting, and 
the Soul begins to upbraid the Body for the 
Deeds done in the Fleſh, as it will do to all E- 
ternity, if we enter not here into the Covenant of 
Promiſe; for how dreadful will the Thought be 
of ſtanding before an unknown God, with whom 
we have no Acquaintance, when the Lord re- 
quires Juſtice ; as faying, where is the Fulfil- 
ling of thy baptiſmal Vows. Thou promiſed to be- 
lieve God's holy Word, and it is there ſaid, all 
Scripture is written by Inſpiration of God, and 
that no Man living can be juſtified in the Sight 
of God, but through Faith in his Son, and no 
Man can have this Faith, but by the Inſpiration 


ll! of his Spirit. Thou promiſed to believe that Chriſt | 


would utterly demoliſh and deſtroy the whole 
Body of Sin : Oh! that none here may be found

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wanting in that great Day of Account: Reaſon 
not with Fleſh and Blood, for Heaven is to be ta- 
ken by Violence; Violence ſignifies the Strength 


of Deſire, to hunger and thirſt for Something 
we ſee we want; and we cannot be too familiar 
with the Lord, he loves a valiant Soldier ; then 
tie not the Hand of the Lord through Unbelief, + 
for it is not the ſine Orator, or the heteradex ( 
Preacher to whom the Lord giveth moſt Snc- 
ceſs; for it pleaſeth him by the Fooliſhneſs of 
Preaching to convert the Souls of Men, He look- 
eth for Truth in the inward Parts: The Heart 
muſt be prepared to receive the Impreſſion, as 
Wax before the Fire, e'er he can ſet to his Seal, 
the Stamp and Image of God; for he requires 
no other Sacrifice, than a broken and a contrite 


Heart: But you may expect to be ſaved ſome 


nobler Way, but the Promiſe is to none but 
thoſe that are weary and heavy laden; but ſome 
ſay they are wiſe, and the Law is with them; 
but the Law without Chriſt is dead, and this is 
the Place where we muſt be deliver'd from all 
Shame and Confuſion of Face, that we may be 
enabled to ſtand before the Lord in full Aſſurance 
of Faith, with all Boldneſs. Then let us not 
think that the Lord will accept of our Lip-ſer- 
vice, for Juſtice puts all Shame to Flight, Com- 
munion and Fellowſhip with God is not a dead 
Work, nor the Joys of Heaven ſo inſipid as to 


have 


LE 
have neither Smell nor Taſte; but we cannot 
attain unto this, without the Remiſſion of Sins, 
it is impoſſible we can be Believers in our Sins, 
and it is not unto him that worketh, but unto 
him that believeth; and no Man is a Believer 
till juſtified by divine Faith, which enables him 
to prove what is the good and acceptable, and 
perfect Will of God; and ſaith the Apoſtle, who- 
ſoever believeth in Him, ſhall receive the Re- 
miſſion of Sins, and the Gift of the Holy Ghoſt, 
as well as we: It is the Holy Ghoſt that is the 
Witneſs, and gives the full Aſſurance of Under- 
ſtanding; for when he comes, he teſtifies of him- 
ſelf, and enables us to give a clear Account of 
the Hope that is in us, from whenee we were 
redeemed through the Blood of Chriſt, even the 
Forgiveneſs of Sins, to the Acknowledgment of 
the Day of our Viſitation, wherein we were 
made joint Heirs with Chriſt, and anointed kings 
and Prieſts to God; all ſuch can give Account 
of Chriſt ſpeaking in them, and know that they 
were once alienated from God, and Strangers to 
the Common-wealth of Iſrael; but now, through 
Mercy has received an Unction from the Holy 
One, a Teſtimony from above, which ſeals and 
confirms that we are no longer Reprobates, for 
Chriſt now dwelleth in us, and we in Him: He 
will manifeſt himſelf, and make known the Myl- 
tery

tery of his Salvation to his People, fo, as they 
hall know that their Names are written itt 
the Lamb's Book of Life. O! that Men would 

conſider, and apply their Hearts unto Wiſdom. 
For Religion is but one Thing, Joy, and Peace 
in the Holy Ghoſt; ſeek but this, and you will 
{ind the Kingdom of Heaven ſet up in your Souls: 
Then is all Things added unto us, neceſſary 
for Life and Salvation; and whoever denies the 
Knowledge of the Remiſſion of Sins, and the Gift 
of the Holy Ghoſt, denies the Lord that bought 
them: For there is no other Religion, but 
what was at the Beginning muſt be ſo to the End: 
But how many has degenerated from this Truth, 
and put out the Light of the Candle, and their 
Sun is gone down at Noon, before they attain to 
the Promife, and (through Unbelief) cannot en- 
ter into that Reſt that here remaineth for the 
People of God: But, all, ſays the Apoſtle, that 
hath believed hath entered in; and, all Glory J 
aſcribe unto the Lord, who hath enabled me to 
fet to my Seal, that this Religion was not corifin'd = 
to the Apoſtles alone: Tho? we are not called 
to work Miracles, yet through the Merits of 
Chriſt, we are entitled to the ſame Degree of 
Grace in our Souls; and tho” the Lord has made 
Religion to be nlzedood in ſo low a Senſe, yet

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he is the mighty Jehovah, unfathomable in Mer- 
cy, boundleſs in Wiſdom, unſearchable in Riches; 
yet he ſtoops to a Worm, and delights to do us 
Good, and condeſcends to court our Favour : 
Saying, Son, give me thy Heart, and I defire 
no more, and he bids us ſeek and we ſhall find as 
much of his myſterious Wiſdom, as ſhall make us 
wiſe unto Salvation. And how the Lord informed 
my Judgment, and enlightened my Underſtand- 
ing, which J would, by the Grace of God, en- 
deavour to diſcoyer unto you, with a Deſire that | 
the Lord would make you Partakers of the like 
precious Faith ; that you may eat of the Bread 
of Life, and taſte with me of the Powers of the 
World to come: It you can but believe, you 
will find, all Things are poſſible to thoſe that 
believe. Now, how we muſt attain to this Ho- 
lineſs of Heart, is, firſt to repent, believe, and 
live, that hereby we may fo live, that we may 
have nothing to do, but to die; for Chriſt has 
. purchaſed: for us a full Redemption, that in him | 
| we may be compleat, entire, lacking nothing: 
For the Privilege to which we are called, is to 

| find, that the Work of God is done in us, as it 
s in Heaven, For when the little Leaven has 
leavened the whole Lump; then ſhall our Joys 
flow as a River, and our Righreouſneſs be as the 
Waves of the Sea: But I farther muſt obſerve 


unto 
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unto you, a few Difficulties we may meet with, 
before we this obtain, but thoſe are but tranſitory, 


and work for us a far more exceeding and eter- 
nal Weight of Glory: He that reigneth with 
Chriſt, muſt alſo ſuffer with him; his Name muſt 
be caſt out as Evil; for he ſays, In the World 
ye ſhall have Tribulation, but in me ye ſhall 
have Peace. For many Years I found a Deſire 
to love God, and thought I would ſubmit to be 
of any Sect or Denomination, if this would but 
bring me nearer to him, only rejecting the 
Name of a Methodiſt ; for I thought them a de- 
luded People, and the Off-ſcouring of the Earth, 
and among ſuch I would not be numbered. I 
found, if any would have ſtoned them, I would 


have been the ſirſt: But I heard a Miniſter 


preach from this Text, All mine are thine, and 
thine are mine. But the Lord conveyed this 


Word with Power to my Heart, and I found 


ſuch a Meaſure of Happineſs as I never had 
done before; but having no Commumon or 
Fellowſhip with the Saints, ſuch as had entered 


into the Covenant of Promiſe; fo having none te 


ſtrengthen my Hands, or build me up, this Fore- 
taſte of the Goodneſs of God dwindled away. 
But after this, one Night, a Clergyman being 
at Prayer, when he retired, a Gentlewoman aſked 
me, how I liked Religion; I ſaid, I liked Mr

Ls Preaching, becauſe he has had a liberal 
Education, which qualifies, and adorns his Doc- 
trine with every Grace; but ſhe ſaid, Man could 
not reach the Heart; but did JI ever hear that 
ſmall, ſtill Voice, Chriſt whiſpering Peace to 
my inmo{t Soul, and what,Progreſs had I made 
towards a future State there, 

I found ſomething of Prejudice ariſe at the 
Queſtion ; and replied, I have lived a good mo- 
ral Life, I have done no Harm, and I do not o- 
mit my Duty, I go to Church every Day; and 
if I perſevere in every good Work, I hope God 
will accept of my Soul; but ſhe faid, I am ſor- 
ry you have got no farther : I found Enmity in 
my Heart, and was furprized at her Impertinence; 
for I thought, what farther could I get after 
ſuch a Profeſſion, and roſe up to leave her, but

{till I renounce all I am and have, if thou wilt 


bleſs me now, if thou haſt any Bleſſing for me. 


I continued thus an Hour in Prayer, and theſe 
Words came to me applied by Faith, and in much 
Aſſurance, abide in me and I in thee, I then 
found the Lord gave Power his Grace to move, 
which enabled me to cry out, wy Lord, my God! 


What is this thou haſt done for me? In this hap- 
py Moment, I found in the Twinkling of an 
Eye that my Soul was quickned, and made alive,

there was much in me yet, contrary to the Will 
of God, for the Spirit warreth againſt the Fleſh; 


and while this remained, I found I could not 


enjoy all the Mind that was in Chriſt, for there 


remained much of the carnal Mind, E nmity, 


Strife, and vain Glory, which I found bitter'd 
all my Sweets. My Heart I found bent to Back- 
fliding, unfaithful to Grace received; for my 
inward Enemies complied with the Suggeſtions 
of Satan, and for Want of that Faith, which 


quenches all his Darts, I gave Place to evil Rea- 


ſoning, which caus'd Peeviſhneſs and Impatience; 
and this again cauſed me to murmur, and this I 
found brought Heavineſs, and eat the Life of 
God out of the Soul. For Want of Faith I conld 
not endure Hardneſs as a good Soldier; in every 
Storm I was ready to gtve up my Confidence, 
and I grieved that I could not love God with an 
undivided Heart. And to praiſe him withour 

ceaſing was my Defire, but I found I could not 
perform, for ſome Hindrance was ſtill coming in 
the Way; the Lord often refreſhed me by the 


Way, but J found this did not fatisfy ; J wanted 
my Heart wholly devoted unto him, for I found 


theſe Refreſhments was but like Servant Wages, 
and through my Unbelief thought I ſhould never 
hold out to the End. I found there remained in 


me. 
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me every Root of Bitterneſs, every Seed of the 
Serpent, a diabolical Nature, a ſtubborn Will; I 
found a Heart capable of committing all Manner 
of Wickedneſs, if it had not been reſtraining 
Grace, forT found my Enemies were only ſubdued, 
but not deſtroyed; yet I had no Light into the 


| Scriptures, ſo as to divide the Word, as to make 


any Diſtinction betwixt the ſanctifying Promiſes 
and the juſtifying. I find now I was then but 


in Part happy, yet I was wanting to be at Eaſe 


in Zion, and content to be a Babe, if my inward 


Corruption would have let me been at Peace. I 


was content to be a Dwarf in Religion. I wanted 


to think myſelf the leaſt of all, and thought it 


was enough for me if I got in at Heaven's Gate 
J had in my Heart an utter Averſion againſt the 
Work of Sanctification; and ſhould an Archangel 
have told me we could have lived without Sin 
here, I would not have believ'd him. I found 


all the Enmity in me roſe againſt thoſe in that 


Profeſſion, till I heard a Miniſter ſay from the 
Pulpit, that we could not live many Hours after 
we were ſanctified. I found my Heart readily 


comply to this Doctrine, as believing of the Im- 


poſſibility of living without Sin: But I am con- 
ſtrained to acknowledge that when the Lord 
works, none can hinder.

I then found my Heart aſpire after the beſt Gift, 
that I might not be fartheſt from the Lord in 
I then found I hungered and thirſted 


with vehement Deſire for ſomething, but I knew 


not what, but was conſtrained to come unto the 


Lord, and was ſeiz'd with an awful Senſe of the 


Majeſty of God, with whom I now muft plead, 


I rrembled, as "FEES what I had to expect, and 
for ſome Moments I was as in a ſilent Darkneſs, 
and was ready to cry, Whither am I going? for J 
thought the Lord was 100 going to ſtrike the 
Blow, and ſend me to everlaſting Deſtruction; 
and he gave me a Ray of Light, which Sifcoverd 
unro me my juſt Deſert, which made me ac- 
knowledge, Lord, it is juſt, it is juſt; but J 
found a Spark of Light in my Soul, and cry'd, 
Where is my Jeſus, my Surety, he yet can ſave 
me to the utmoſt. T then found the Wind begun 
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to blow where it liſteth, and I heard the Sound 
thereof. I then cried, Lord, Come quickly; 


yet again I had a Dread of his Coming, for it 


appeared as if ſomething ſtrange was going to 
happen unto me; but I ſaid, Lord, thou art my 
Mediator, and prayeth now for me: O pray for 
me, that I may, now overcome and get the Vic- 
tory; help now my Unbelief, and renew me

Cloud yet remained between God and my Soul.

Here my Faith 
ſtaggered again at ſaying I will, and I cried unto 
the Lord again, O Lord, I thought the Thing was 
now. But the Lord again lifted up the Light of 
his Countenance upon me, by his condeſcending 
Love to ſuch a faithleſs Wretch, and unworthy 
Worm as me, and conveyed theſe Words by his 
Grace, Be not faithleſs, bur believing. At theſe 
happy Words I found my Soul illuminated by ſuch 
a Meaſure of Grace, as diſpelled every Cloud of 
Darkneſs, and now ſaw in that Light which ſhi- | 

neth to the perfect Day. Then I found that 

another Seal was opened, and by Faith found Ml 
Acceſs into the Holy of Holies, where I ſee now 

the Trinity in One, one God the Father. I find 
now the Lord ſhineth unto me in perfect Beauty, 
and I enjoy an inſeparable Union with him with- 
out Intermiſſion, and finds the Work of God 
done in me on Earth, as it is done in Heaven 
for the little Leaven has leavened the whole 
Lump, and hereby all my Senſes are now fully 
employed in ſpiritual Exerciſe, for every Power 
within his Impreſs feels, by the Love of God

It is not the Lord's common Way of working 
when he juſtifies, to ſanctify throughout, or the 
Chriſtian's Race could not be called a Warfare; 

for he that finds he has overcome all his Enemies, 
in one Senfe may be ſaid already to have perſe- 
vered to the End, for he has perfected for ever 
all thoſe that are ſanctified, and made them Veſ- 
ſels of Honour to go no more out; and ſaith the 
Lord, For their Sakes I ſanctify myſelf. He 
took a greater Degree of Glory upon him to 
ſhew us his Steps, that we might be made perfect 
in one, as he is one with the Father: And 
as few ſtand ſtedfaſt in Chriſt, as they received 
him, hereby we are exhorted to renew our Co- 
venant, and that we may walk in the Spirit as 
Chriſt alſo walked ; then may none ſettle on their 
Lees, and dwell upon the firſt Oracles of God, 
and ſo die Dwarts in Religion, but aſpire after 
the beſt Gift, fo as we may all enjoy our Privi- 
lege, and be changed from Glory to Glory, by 
the Spirit of God; for he ſays, I will come the 
 fecond Time wichen Sin unto Salvation. Con- 
ine not the Meaning of this to the great Tri- 
bunal⸗ 
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bunal, and thus ſell your Birth-right, for when 
he comes at the great Tribunal, he comes then 
to give us our Reward; ſo be not faithleſs, but 
believing. Then conſider, if I may be allowed 
the Expreſſion; that the Lord doth nothing by 
Halves; for when he comes to juſtify, he comes 
quickly, and when he comes to ſanctify, he comes 
quickly, and whatſoever he does is an inſtanta- 
neous Work; and by Experience I find no Man 
can love God with his whole Heart, and grow 
up into Chriſt, his living Head, in all Things, 
ſo as to enjoy all the Mind that was in Chriſt, 
till he is ſanctified throughout Body, Soul, and 
Spirit, and cleanſed from all Filthineſs of Fleſh. 

_ Holineſs of Heart conſiſts firſt in finding all 
Unbelief deſtroyed; for while there remaineth 


one Spot of Unbelief, there is ſomething for the | 


Enemy to work on, and I find there is no Way 
from this to be delivered but by the Way of 
Sanctification. 

Sanctification, which is done by one ſingle Act 


of Faith in the relnkling of an Eyc, we this re- 


ceive, as we were juſtified; then is the Soul made 
as a Flame of Fire, which puts the Heart in one | 
continual Frame of praiſing God without ceaſing. 
We then find we are made all glorious within, 
for the Fulneſs of Chriſt and all his Righteouſneſs 
s now brought 1 into the Soul, His Fulneſs ſig- 
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nifies as much of the Glory of God brought in, 

as this earthly "Tabernacle can bear, for no leſs 
will deſtroy our original Sin, for it was to redeem 

us from this that Chriſt died. Our original Sin 
is the Caule of all our Tranſgreſſions; and while 

any of this remains, it is the Believers Hell, and 
makes them cry out with the Apoſtle, Who ſhall 

deliver us from the Body of this Death. But 
Paul found he was delivered from this, when he 
was ready to be. offered; but I fear many 
never look to be delivered from this Body of 
Death, till they die. But I find, by happy Ex- 
perience, it is a meer Deluſion, which makes 
many a Chriſtian go heavily on, mourning all 
their Days. But it is our Privilege to know that 
we are every Moment ready to be oftered, and 
have nothing to do but to die, for Chriſt has 
purchaſed for us a full Redemption; he has re- 
gained Paradiſe, and reſtores the Soul again to 
that Acquaintance with God which Adam loſt. 
J find, I by Faith, eyer fee him who is inviſible, 
and converſes with him as Face to Face; for no- 
thing obſcures my Light, nor hinders the Inter- 
cCourſe between God and my Soul, and finding 
free Acceſs, without Intermiſſion, fo as nothing 
| ſeparates me one Moment from the Love of 
God; for all my Fig Leaves is dropped oft, and 
| now ſtand naked before the Lord, and am not 
55 | aſhamed, 


Peace wherein no Man can give Trouble; and if 


T can no longer be my own Tormenter, but ſees 


as Mount Zion, and as the Cedars of Lebanon, 
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aſhamed, but rejoices in being ſenſible that he 
knows the ſecret Thoughts of my Heart. I 
would not have any Thing hid from him, for 
he hath now delivered me from all jealous ſuſ- 
picious Fears, and adorned my Soul with a meek 
and quiet Spirit; and upon all Occaſions I find I 
have on the whole Armour of God, and hereby 
it is made to me as eaſy to do and ſuffer the Will 
of God, as for the Sparks to fly upwards; and 
though I fey, I ſpeak of no Strength but what 
flows from the Power of God. I enjoy that- 


I would ſeek for my Sins, 1 cannot find them; 
the Lord is become ſtronger than my Heart, and 


the immediate Hand of God in all Things, which 
enables me joytully to ſuffer, patiently to endure 
with a Love unfeioned; for Jeſus hath ſpoke my 
Nature clean, and cleanſed me from all my Idols; 
and I now no longer feed on ak but in his 
Love I as ſwim to "Heaven, 

Notwithſtanding all my Trials in a juſtified 
State, yet I enjoyed much of the Love of God ; 
but I had no Witneſs then that I was cleanſed 
from all Sin; and now I knowing the Cauſe of 
your Mourning, I would gladly lead you to Jor- 
dan's ſwelling Streams, that your Souls may be

that you may enjoy the Unity of the Faith, and 
of the Knowledge of the Son of God, unto a 
perfect Man, unto the Meaſure of the Stature of 
the Fulneſs of Chriſt; for while any Unbelief 
remains, the Children of God are eyer aſcribing 
this or that to Satan, and nothing but Sin to him 
belongs, for he 1s the Cauſe of that Unbelief 
which darkens your Minds; and while you con- 
tinue aſcribing any 'Thing to him, there remains 
ſome of his. Seed within. Then pull off this 
Veil of Unbelief, and trample Sin and Satan under 
your Feet, that you alſo may be Chriſt's faithful 
Witneſs that he hath Power on Earth to cleanſe 
from all Sin, and to ſave to the uttermoſt; that 
you may be enabled to rejoice with the higheſt 
Saint that is gone to Glory, We are not called 
to work Miracles, but to be equally happy with 
them in our Souls.

but my Experience will profit another nothing, 
without applied to the Heart by the Power of God. 
I fee we are all accountable for our Time, and not 
only for our Doings, but for what Improvement 
we have made in the divine Life and Knowledge 
of God ſince we believed; and as it is impeſlible 
to pleaſe God without Faith, I leave all to ex- 
amine themſelves, whether they have this Faith 
or not; for it is the one Thing needful that we

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be filled with Faith, and with the Holy Ghoſt; 
May the Lord haſten the Time, when the Know- 
ledge of the Lord ſhall cover the Earth, as the 
Waters cover the Seas; then they will neal none.

Some may ſay J have caſt Pearls before Swine, 
and they will trample them under their Feet, or 
turn again and rent me; but the Work is the 
Lord's, and 1 will traſt him for that, for he 
"ever lighted a Candle to put under a Buſhel, 
bur hath commanded, ſaying, fow thy Seed in 
the Morning, and in the Evening withold not 
thy Hand; and I ſee he often "works by the 
weakelt Inſtruments, and he alone can give the 
increaſe. Then cry unto the Lord, and he will 


inſpire your Hearts and accept your Prayers; and 


cauſe this Wiſdom, which will never be taken, 
from you. Then may you boaſt of your Learn- 
ing, Fortune, Family, and large Poſſeſſions, which 
will never fade away. I am ſorry, in one Senſe,

31, 32. for ſaith the Lord, my 
People are deſtroyed for lack of Knowledge, be- 
cauſe thou haſt rejected Knowledge, I will alſo 
reject thee, that thou ſhalt be no Prieſt to me, 
ſeeing thou haſt forgotten the Law of thy God, 
I will alſo forget thy Children, Hoſea iv. 6. 
I fee the Proſperity of Zion greatly depends on 
the Shepherds of the Flocks. O that every Mi- 
niſter, of every Denomination, were made per- 
fect with the Lord their God. May the Lord 
thus ſatiate the Souls of his Prieſts with Fatneſs, 


and his People with his loving Kindneſs; for no 


Man can be perfectly happy, or truly thankful, 
till he finds he has nothing to do but to die;

80 
let us not think that the Joys of Heaven are ſo 
inſipid, that of this we mult partake and not know 
it, for the Work muſt be done on Earth as it Is 
in Heaven, or we can never come there; for he 
ſays, purify yourſelves, even as he is pure, and 
if we are made thus pure, we then ſhall furely 
know the Things that are freely given us of 
God; and if he hath given us the Knowledge of 
the Pardon of our Sins, will he not alfo give us.

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Conflicts of Soul than Adam did, no more Com- 
bats with Satan, he is never in all my Thoughts, 
ſo I dread no Evil, I fear no Danger, I can think 
no Man my Enemy, and what they think of me 
gives me no Concern, as I find the Lord is ever 
with me, and around me as a Wall of Fire. How 
is the Mind of Men darkened through Unbelief, 
that they cannot ſee their Privilege; for would the 
Lord have called us into this Light and never in- 
tended us the Enjoyment of it, when he has pro- 
miſed to reſtore us to his perfect Image and Like- 
neſs? And when he hath done this, I find our 
Minds are fo enlightened, that by Grace we are en- 
abled to apprehend that for which we were ap- 
prehended in Chriſt Jeſus; by this we are made 
to rejoice with Joy unſpeakable, and full of 
Glory, and our every Act, Word, and Thought, 
1s Love. 
Now we are born on Eagle's Wings, 
On high, bzhold, we * 
And all the World, and earthly T. hings, 
We wiſh for now no more: 
For we have overcome the Beait, : 
Have got the Victory, 
And now have enter'd into Reſt, 
The promis'd Liberty. 
O that every Sinner would taſte with me of 
this everlaſting Love; but I fear many are ſatiſ- 


fying 
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fying themſelves, as believing they are Chrif- 
tians, ſaying, they have the Light of the Goſpel, 
and but gives their Aſſent to the Truth of all 
that is therein written; but this is the Point, all 
Scriptures are given by Inſpiration: Then the 
Queſtiou is, When were you thus inſpired? A 
Gift ſignifies but one Act, and this Act mult be 
paſt before we can enjoy the Thing given, but 
many that have only aſſented to this Aſſurance, 
conclude themſelves as good Believers as thoſe 
that have this Aſſurance; but the Lord warns us, 
not to build on a ſandy Foundation, for thoſe 
that think they are as good Believers without this 
Aſſurance, make Chriſt's Death void. No Man 
can build upon the Rock till the Corner Stone- 
be laid; and when this Corner Stone is Jaid, we 
then find we receive the Seal of the Spirit, the 
Larneſt of our Inheritance : For the Lord writes. 
his new beſt Name upon the Table of our 
Hearts, which cauſes them as to dance for Joy, 

as David before the Ark; for, this is a Joy that

O! that you would weep and mourn for this

weeping and thine Eyes from Tears, for thy 
Work ſhall be rewarded, and there is Hope in 
thy End. Then may you chuſe this good Part, 
and be enabled to ſay with me, O! Lord, I have 
found thee, my God, in my Heart. 

I tear ſome may wrelt this Scripture to their 
Deſtrudion, 1 John i. 8. If we fay that we 
have no Sin, we deceive ourſelves, and the Truth 
is not in us. Again Verſe 10. if we ſay that 
we have not ſinned, we make him a Liar, and 
his Word is not in us. But you fee I have ac- 
knowledged that I have ſinned, and has alſo ſeen 
how far I fell ſhort of the Glory of God, which 
prick'd me to the Heart, and made me cry out, 
S through the Diſquietneſs of my Soul; and I have 

as my Duty, let you know that he has heard my

all Unrighteouſneſs ; for how do you expect to 
| be made meet for Heaven otherwiſe, How 
dreadful is the Thought of ſtepping out of this 


World into Eternity, and not knowing that you 


ſhall be welcome there. Then obey this Call 
to Holineſs of Heart, and make your Election 
ſure.

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I have no more Fear of Death, than if I was 
not to die. By Faith in the Son of God I have 
overcome Death, Hell, and the Grave; for 1 
know (when 1 am laid in the ſilent Tomb) that 
when they ſay, Dult to Duſt, and Aſhes to Aſhes, 
I ſhall be in the Regions of eternal Glory, where 
I ſhall bebold ſeſus without a Veil. O my Friends, 
J would not have one Sinner left behind, for 
there is Room, and to ſpare. Then may none 
of you be in the Number of them that deſpiſe, 
wonder, and periſh, to whom the Lord hath ſaid, 
I work a Work in your Days, which you ſhall 
in no wiſe believe, though a Man declare it unto 
you; for he ſays, my Spirit ſhall not always ſtrive 
with you: And I fee many that may deſpiſe this 
Work till the Day of Grace be paſt, whom the Lord 
(becauſe of the Hardneſs of their Hearts) may 
as he hath faid, give up to a Deluſion, to belteve _ 
a Lie; for as it was in the Days of his Fleſh, 
ſo is it now, he could not do many mighty Works, 
becauſe of their Unbelief : And he faith of them 
who have the Form of Godlineſs, but deny the 
Power, from ſuch turn away; and faith the A- 
poſtle, have ye received the Holy Ghoſt fince 
you believed?

Many may believe this 
Report, but have you thus believed to the faving 
of your Souls; but when the Holy Ghoſt comes, 
he confirms our Aſſurance.

1 ſee this is the Caſe, Sinners keep looking at 
Adam, when they ſhould look at Chriſt. We 
| ſhould look at Chriſt, who has made up all A. 
dam's Defects, which I find by happy Experience 
by the internal Work of God in my Soul, where- 
by he hath made me meet for the Maſter's Uſe; 
and this Privilege is not for me only, but for all 
that believe, for it is all Mercy and free Grace 


that is written here: But as none knoweth me, 
ſaving 
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ſaving thoſe that are made all ſpiritual, ſuch as 
have drunk both deep and ſmall, they the Bleſ- 
ſing know for all, and knows my Life is hid with 
Chriſt in God; and J rejoice to be neglected, for- 
ſaken, and forgotten, only loved and prized by 
God alone; and what I know thus of God, may 
you know alſo, for this is the Intent of my La- 
bour, with a Deſire that I may meet you all at 
the Marriage Supper of the Lamb, where we 
may praiſe God ro the endleſs Ages of Eternity. 
This may appear to many as a fine Character, 


ſpoke in Praiſe of Self, but if you underſtand 


true Divinity aright, you will fee I am but the 
Clay; my 1 Husbandman, it is he 
that hath thus wrought in me to will, and to do, 
of his good RR ; and if it had not 
been for this infinite Being, who is the Author 
of this Character, you would never have heard 
this from me.
